ABOUT CLAIM REJECTION OF 3SUSC102 
Indeed the citations disclose some features of the present invention, and 
the applicant agrees with these viewpoints, however applicant discovers that 
some main features of the present invention are not disclosed in the citation 
which can form the novelty and inventive step of the present invention. 

To illustrate the novelty of the present invention and overcome the 
objection from the citations, the applicant decides to amend claim 1 as the 
following. The amendment of claim 1 is based on the Fig. 1 of the present 
invention. The claini.s 2 to 4 arc remained without any amendment. 

The relation of the new claims with re.spect to the original claims are 
show'ti in the following REMARK, E.xaminers can read the claims more 
easily from the REMARK.

DISCUSSION ABOIJ'I' I HE NOVELTY THE PRESENT INVENTlOxN 

(A) In the amended claim I, we add the following features: 

** wherein a lower portion of the cutting portion is thicker than an 
upper portion of the cutting portion: 

wherein the first knife portion 1.2 serves for cutting one of steel 
plates and steel strips^ 

wherein the second knife portion 13 serves for cutting cables ; and > 

wherein the third knife portion 14 serves for cutting one of steel 
ropes and s teel ropes. “ 

The cited two citations USP3883951 and USP55 17762 have no such 
feature. Advantage of this feature is that the lower knife can be used to cut 
hard and thick objects without being damaged. Furthermore, this 
arrangement causes that the material used to the upper portion is less and 
thus cost is reduced. 

(B) RESULT 

Form above discussion in (A) it is known that the present invention has 
a useiul structure in the cutting portion 10. 1‘hus, the present invention is 
different from the citations ‘951 and ‘762 and have preferred effects than 
the citation ‘951 and ‘762. 

Since in above discussion, it is apparent that no prior art has the features 
of the present invention, especially in new claim 1. Furthermore, as we 
know that no other prior art has features of (he present invention. Thus, 
the present invention is novel and inventive. 

If there is any error in the specification, or claims, applicant requests 
and authorizes Examiner to amend the claims, specification and drawings 
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of the present invention so that they can match the requirement of IJ. S* 
Patent. Attentions of Examiner to this matter are greatly appreciated. 

It is now believed that the subject Patent Application has been placed in 
condition for allowance, and such action is respectively requested.
